With his father, which resulted in his 
withdrawing from the Salvtitlon Army 
and establishing the 
Volunteers of 


America. In the work of organizing the 
.Volunteers and directing their work, 
Maud Ballington Booth, the wife of 
Ballington Booth, became an invaluable 
coadjutor of her husband. 
She had 


formerly been equally efficient in the 
'ranks of the Salvation Army. 
Mrs. 


Balllngton Booth has become thf- fore- 
most leader In America in the work of 
reforming convicts and. ameliorating 
bad prison conditions. She is the Idol 
of the convicts in every prison in the 
United States. 


The defection of his son and his 


•on's wife was deeply resented by Gen- 
eral Booth, who has absolutely refused 
to hold any kind of communication 
with them. 
3Je compared his son to 


Lucifer, anrt ascribed his secession as 
being prompted by an unholy ambition.

NATURE NOTES. 


Naturalists regard the Kea parrot as 
the most remarkable of creatures that 
have adopted bad hahlts as a recent 
evolution. This bird was once a re- 
spectable parrot. Its worst crime was 
to rob orchards of their fruit. It has 
learned to dig the kidney fat out of 
the backs of sheep. Numbers of these 
birds assemble together and worry 
the sheep until the quadruped is so 
exhausted that it can scarcely move. 
They then dig Into its back with their 
powerful beaks and eat the fat. 
Nat- 
urally the New Zealand farmers are 
not well disposed toward the Kea par- 
rot. 
The bird has further lost its 


power 'of flight. When it first arrived 
In New Zealand there were no mam- 
mals in the island, hence the bird did 
not need wings to escape the cats 
and other predaceous creatures, and 
as its fruit food was to be obtained 
in plenty on the ground It rarely used 
its wings. These, therefore, as 'gen- 
eration succeeded generation, became 
smaller and weaker until the bird now 
cannot fly. 
A writer on natura; history has the 


following to say of badgers: "In hard 
winter weather the badger lies much 
In its earth, hibernating for long per- 
iods much after the fashion of the 
bear, and sleeping, like that animal, 
with one paw in Its mouth. At this 
season the beast closes up the mouth 
of Its den and slumbers away its time 
for many days, even weeks, together. 
In milder weather it ventures forth 
again In search of food. In the busi- 
ness of dig-glng the badger is one of 
the finest exponents 
In 
the 
world, 
making Its way 
underground, eveit 
amid the greatest obstacles, with a 
strength, 
celerity 
and 
perseverance 


that are truly marvelous. I have al- 
ways regarded the aardvark, the ant- 
eater of South Africa, ns the cham- 
pion digger of the animal kingdom, 
having been witness of some of his 
exploits; but the badger takes a very 
high place In the art of getting under 
ground." 
The sportsman naturalist, St.. John, 


one day found a badger in a trap, not 
much Injured. 
Tying a rope to Its 


hind leg, he drove the animal home— 
strange to say, the captive beast log- 


ging steadllv alon- In front of him and 
giving little more trouble than a pig 
going to market. On reaching home the 
animal was put for thi> night into a 
paved court, where it 6(?emed perfect- 
ly secure.

John, "he was gone, "having displaced 
a alone that I thought him quite in- 
capable of moving, and then, digging 
under the wall, he got away."

raised on the San Joaquin. river bot- 
toms are of a remarkably fine quality. 
The asparagus carries with it a very 
pleasant, sweetish oil which, in can- 
ning, is not lost and which makes it 
a delicacy to which even gourmets pay 
homage. 


CELERY WHITE AS SNOW. 


The celery, 
when 
shipped, Is as 


white as snow and no artificial pro- 
cesses are resorted to to bleach it. The 
whitening is.accomplished toy scientific 
cultivation. 
These vegetables reach 


the highest stage of perfection about 
Jersey Island, where the Jersey Island 
Packing Company have established a 
most scientific canning plant. In order 
that .these vegetables may be cultivat-

average percentage of the cargo dry- i 
wines shipped from California is but j 
llVz per cent alcohol. This means, as ; 
a rule, that the Contra Costa wines are i 
such as would be used for blending | 
purposes, or, packed in. glass in either i 
case, they are of greater value than I 
the cargo wines and, consequently, will I 
bring better prices if handled skill- 
fully. 


PROPER EXPOSURES. 


The proper exposures and localities 


in tho county where the fruit grower 
and vineyardist can prosper are now 
definitely known. Inasmuch as lands 
are to be had suitable for these in- 
dustries, at much lower -prices than 
those prevailing in other sections, ot 
the State, with the additional advan- 
tage of being but from 25 to 40 miles 
from the best markets in California,

CONTRA COSTA'S HILLS. 


For the cultivation of grapes, es- 


pecially wine grapes, it is coming to 
be pretty generally believed that the 
rolling hills ol Contra Costa county- 
are as good, if not better, than some 
of the much advertised rich valleys, 
where land is sold for twice the price 
asked for Contra Costa county's best 
hill locations. 
There is much com- 
plaint from some of the large valleys, 
where the soil is so very dead and 
loose, that the vineyards are failing 
trom the light 
rainfall 
for two or 


three years in succession. 
But on 


Contra Costa hills, where the soil is 
from three to five leet deep, the vine- 
yards are doing finely. 


FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 


The amount of land in Europe or 


in America suitable for growing the 
finest varieties of grapes is" limiteu. 
Experts say that the conditions es- 
sential to their perfect growth are a 
suitable soil, a warm climate, a warm 
temperature, and a district that is 
nearly rainless during the fruit sea- 
son.

FOREIGN OUTPUT. 


Grapes are 
grown in 
all parts of 


southern Europe—15,000,000 acres oi 
them. In France alone 6,700,000 acres. 
are grown. After centuries of cultiva- 
tion in the same crop,

vineyard may produce half a ton of 
grapes per acre. The best may yield 
two tons per acre. 
In the Bordeaux 


district, from 100 to 400 gallons

CALIFORNIA'S ADVANTAGE. 


California, with the soil, the climate 


and the rainfall, best adapted to rais- 
ing the' choicest varieties of grapes, 
has, perhaps, 100,000 acres devoted to 
raising wine wine grapes, that will 
produce from 2 to 10 tons per acre, 
and from 500 to 2,000 gallons of wine. 
Besides, quite a quantity of brandy 
may be made from the grapes. 
The 


land can be bought at from $10 to 
$100 
per acre. It is easy to see thp.t 


these lands must advance greatly in 
value.
